The talk in New York yesterday about the
eriminal operations of Gray and Pratt, who have
abeconded after amassing ovor $500,000 by theft
and forggery, was confined to no particular quar-
ter. In the Stock, Gold, and Government Rooms
pumerous contradletory ramors prevalled. The
goselp assumed many interesting phasecs.

ETANDING OF TIHE VIOTIMS,

Carceful and patient Investigation of the re-
spective transactions revealed the fact that the
firms who made the losns to Gray and ratt, or
had business transactions with them, were of
leading and respectable reputation.

THE NICE YOUNG MEN,

But it was sald that both Gray and Pratt, al-
though young men, were secretly daring opera-
fors, and possessed a suavity of manners and
determination of purpose, combined with stu-
dious cautiongness, that admirably fitted them
to be adroit ®riminals, Gray was, exee,n. hf' f
few, congldered an. exemplury person. His let-
tors from General Butler, Senators Foster, Mor-
rill, and others, and his known relationship to
the Rev. E, H. Gray, were always congpicuously
brounght forward us a blind to conceal his true
character nnd purposes, and effect the conti-
deneg amo;r moneyed men which he so success-
fully gained.

GHAY CORRUPTED IN WASHINGTON.

There seems to be no doubt of the fact that he
framed his first evil plans and associntions while
in Washington, and holding a position in the
Treasury Department. There, too, he made
Pratt's acquaintance, with whom an understand-
ing seems to have been at once formed,

THE WORKING PARTNER,

Pratt was about 25 vears of age. Hn was five
fest six inches high, and rcuerull{ drvsned

ashily. He wns not o man who would inspire
personal confidence, and he doos not seem to
jlave been the one who undertook to do so, but
left that work to Gray., As the alterations of the
jenomivation of State bonds are all ih Prati's
handwriting, it is assumed that he did the me-
thanieal part of the work.

A CONFIDENOE SWINDLE.

While Gray wae in Bands' office Mr. Willinm
H. Chapman, a merchant on Bouth street, had
n account with Mr. Bands, Gray saw Chap-
man at Sunds' office, and seraped acquaintance

ith him‘ securing his confidence. He could
ork on 'Change, and make money for Chap-
man by using #6500 of 5-20 bonds, which Chap
ran had, in a proposed pool. Pratt came In as
in accegsory. Then the bonds were grabbed by
Gray and Pratt. They kept the illusion up fora

me, and worked Sands into the transaction.
As lagt one day Chapman met 8ands and in-
juired of him:—

“How docs my account stand with you? 1
have about $1500 to my credit in 5-20s."

“Oh! no, youn have not," said Sands.

“But I have,"” sald Chapman.

“'You have not," said Bands.

An investigation followed, when 1t was found

at Gray and Pratt had “confidenced” Chap-
man, as stated above.

GRAY COWIIIDED BY A WOMAN,
Subsequently, on his return to New York, and
hile he and Gray were doing their secret
ork, Gray was cowhided by o woman.

he had been corresponding with a woman who
a8 the wife of & rallroad conductor. One
norning the mail carrier entered the office as
sunl, and deposited several letters on a desk.
Bearcely had the carrier gone ont when the con-
luctor entered, and went directly to the desk
vhere the letters were, and snatehing up one
hearing & superscription in a [emale’s hand-
riting, said, excitedly, ‘“This letter is from my
ife.” The clerk of the office inquired, *‘Who is
Mt addressed to 7' and the conductor replied,
¥''To Gray.” "The conductor figd from the room
precipitately, carrying the letter with nim.
When Gray arrived, he was told what had oc-
curred. He simply remarked: —

“] gaw the woman in the street. I thought
he wae not the most virtuous, and found out
where she was living and wrote to her.” He
then burst into a hollow laugh at the conduc-
tor's frritability. The next phuase of the matter
wus developed at Mr., Eastmond's office. A
woman drove up in a carriage and hostily

ghted, and ascending a flight of stalrs,
renched o room In which Gray was sitting,

writlng, with his back to the door. She sat
down beside him, and calmly drew [rom under

n outer garment a cowhide.

“What's that for 7" exclaimed Gray, attempt-
ng to rise.

““T'o cowhlde you," sald the woman.

She then struck Gray several times. He did
tot attempt to prevent her from doing so, but
throughout preserved the utmost ﬂt{uanlmll‘f of
temper, and when ghe was going out of the door
even turned towards her and deliberately bowed.

It
came out, however, that he had been met by the
woman's husband, and made an explanation to
him which incensed the woman; hence the cow-
Wding.

The gflect of the oporations of Gray and Pratt
was to make money-lendors Pyesterday exorcise
the greatest eare In examining all the New York
bonds which they received. The Manhatian
company, who are transfer agents of the State,
were also very busy.

THE AMOUNTE DISCOVERED,

They found that sixtesn cortificates of $1000
each (Bounty loan New York State of 1877),
origloally lesued to C. W. Woolsey, who alter-
warde obtained a dupliente beeanse the originals
had been stolen, had been roleed to §10,000
onch, making n loss to the money-lenders who
ook them as collateral, of #160,000. Also that
five certifientes of the sume class, lasned to T. H.
Pratt, of #1000 each, were ralsed to $10,000
each, making a lose to those who took them In as
collnteral of 45,000,

THE VICTIME CONSULT TOGETHER.

At a meeting of the vietims held at the oflice
of Vermilye & Co., Mr. Vermllye and Mr. Cox,
cashier of the Mechanics' Bank, were appointed
n committee to ke wotlon for the ereditors im-
medintely, in whatever direction they deemed
most advieable.

In the Mining Bonrd yery declded action was
taken. Gray had got a logation there, but had
never tauken hlg seat. Mr, Phil. Bruns, Chalr
man of the Exccentive Commitiee, introduced o
resolution that, in view of what had ocourred,
Gray be expelled. A point was raised that the
constitution did not provide for ench summuory
expulsion. However, the resolution was promptly
adopted by an almost unanimons vote. :

AT THE 8TOCK EXUHANGE,

The Stock Exchange has passed a resolution
recommending that the Governing Committee
should offer a reward of 85000 for the arrest of
Gray, and an equal amount for the arrest of
Pratt. Some of the members of the Governing
Committee sald they did not think they would
favor the suggestion of the Board ; that the vie-
tims were wealthy enesugh to offer a rewanrd
themselves, The vietims clubbed together and
subseribed to employ detectives, ﬁurlnx tho
day Mr. Eugene Fink was ealled before the Gov-
erning Committee of the Stock Board to give
testimony:.

"I NEVER KNEW YO1."

H. G. Marquand posted a card that Gray had
never been engnged in his employ, and Jay
Cooke & Co. posted the statement that early io
November three five-twenty registered bonds
(85000 each) came into their hands, but all of
them erc‘put'chmt'tl from regpectable houses,
who immedintely substitutod others npon the
discovery that the names of the payees [md been
altered.

In the Gold Room it was said that Gray had
applied to become . member of the Board, but
that he was rejected.

DETECTIVES AFTER THE FUGITIVES,

As goon s the detectives were despatched to
try and ferret out the whereabouts of Gray and
Pratt, one of them at once left for Hastings on
the Hudson, where It was known Gray had a
warm female friend, o young lady who may not
have known of his real character. He visited
her almost every Bunday, and she visited him on
severnl oceasions while he was In Eastmond's
office. ,Gray also corresponded with several
ladies in Washington, some of whom are in the
Trensury Department. Even yesterday morn-
ing a couple of billets dowr arrived for him by
mail. Oue was from the national eapital.

WILD RUMORS,

About 3 P. M. two rumors prevalled on the
street in relation to the whereabouts of Gray.
One was that he had been seen on Broadway on
the night previous, and the other that he had
just been arrested i Philadelphia.

A DOUBLE CRIME.

BNt tal]
A Bank Robbed nnd Its Cashler Killed.

A [ew days since two men rode up on horseback
in front of the Daviess County Savings Assoclation
Bank in Gallatin, Missourl. One of the men imme-
dintely dismounted and went into the bank, pre-
gented a $100 bill to the cashler, Captain Jnﬁn w.
Hheets, and requested small bilis for i, Captain
Shiects went to the safe, got the change, and was
counting it, when the man who prescnted the bill
drew a & revolver amnd shot hlm through the head.
There was no other person in the bank, except a
a young man named McRowell, who attempted to
egcape, but the murderer K him prisoner, while his
confederate waited at the door of the bank and
barred all egress,

As soon as this fiend had ghot the Cashler, he com-
menced robbing the bank of all funds that could be
found, from §600 to §900, After accomplishing lis
object he ran out into the street and mounted his
horse, buot was lmmediately thrown and dragged
thirty or forty feef. As soon as he could relecase
himself from the stirrup he mounted the horse upon
which his accomplice was riding, when they put
spurs to the antmal and dashed out of towt  When
they hud ridden a short distance on the road they
met Dr, Daniel Smoot, on horseback, whom they
halted, and, placing a revolvernt his head, ordered
him to dismount. Seeing thuet they were despera-
does, armed to the teeth, he concluded that bis ouly
spfety was in complylog with thelr demuand,

Immediately one of the robbers jumped upon the
horge which they had thus summarlly captured, und
the two rode in the direction of the Hanoibal aod St
Jogeph Hallroad with all specd.

Not more than ten minutes had elapied before a
party of citizens weré in pursuilt. The pursuing
party, for some distance, ovcasionally cawme in sight
of the fogitives, but could not overtake them, The
latter struck off naumwustwanllg. in the directlon
of Kidder, A couple of miles north of thut place they
met Rev, Mr. Helm, & Metholat elergyman, return-
ing from town, and stopping him, compelled him to
guide them around the place. They orossed the rall-
rond half a mile west of Kidder, and when last heard
from were six miles gouth of that place, going in the
direction of the Missouri river,

Between Gallatin and Kidder the murderers
stopped and converséd with several persons, They
sald they had killed Major 8, P, Cox, If they had not
made o mistake (o the man—one of the men Suuting
that he was Bill Anderson's brother, and that Major
Cox had killed Anderson, The general lmpression,
however, I8 that the sole object of the men was to
obtain the money o the bank,

There was in bank ut the time only §700, In thelr
hurry the robbers, lnstead of tuking the puckage
containing this, took & package contalning about §b
in Irncuional currency. Mr. MeDowell, & lawyor,
who had his office In the bank, had & DArTOW escape.
He was ghot ot twice as he ran out of the door to
give the alarn,

Captain John W, Sheets was one of the eldest re-
sldents of Daviess county,and a man ofjoonstderable
property. Honorable, qulet, and unassuming, an
estiuable citizen fn all the relutions of lfe, and a
firm friend, he wus one of those men who always
uucugc the respect and regard of the entire com-
munity.

The}mumrem crossed the rallroad near the resi-
dence of Patrick 85, Kenney, Esq. Word had been
sent to Mr, Kenney, and lmmediately on (t8 recelpt
he armed himself with u double-barrelled shot-gan,
and took up his post near the crossing.

W. H. Robertson appeared as counsel for the oMcers
of the bank, and ex-District Attorney John 8, Bates
for the accused, After an examloation of the com-
plidnt and warrant opon which Mr, Hill had been
arrested, Mr, Bates moved for the discharge of Hill
on the ground that the complaint and warrant did
not charge the commission of any crime upon which
the defendant could be keld to answer,

It was not olalmed {n the papers before the Court
that any erime existed, except embezzlement; and
even that was not properly preferred in the com-
plaint, inusmuch as the material allegation which
goes 1o make it & case of embezzlement was entirely
omitted, It was necessary to show in the complaint
that the aceused, while in the employ of the bank,
embezzied the fands of the institotion, which had
come {nto his possession by virtue of his position and
employment fn the bank. The complaint having
failed to ghow that fact, the charge of embezzlement
wis not sustained, Judge Robertson considered the
complaint sutieiently expliclt for the purpose, but
after consulting authoritics en the subject, amendec
the complaint, and Jostice Ferrls chaoged the
rllra.uenlugv of the warrant and placed It in the
wmnds of Deputy Sheriff Ford, who Informed Mr,
Hill of his rearrest upon the new warrant,

Yesterday Governor
Geary was clogeted for eeveral hours with a
gentleman from Philndelphia who has taken an
active interest in this anti-execution movement.
At the expiration of the Interview the Goyernor
gignified hig intention, on the reception of the
official notifieation from the Supreme Court that
that tribunal had granted the writ of certiorari,
of respiting the condemuned man. During the
conversation the Governor is understood to have
animadverted pretty strongly upon the conrse pur-
sued by the newspapers of the State, upon his
pardon record. He also sald that a great hub-
bub had been raised with reference to his eourse
upon this case. He alluded to the fact
that no  direct  applieation had been
made to him fora respite, but on the contrary
every one seemed to demand an unconditional
pardon. 8o far, he had been unable to see his
way sufliciently clear to grant such a regaest.
A gentleman just from Carlisle states that
Schoeppe, who knew nothing about the action
of the Governer, was very sanguine that a
respite wounld be granted, and if the verdict was
set aside, he felt convinced that he could place
a clean record before the public, as the recently
discovered testimony, both as to the facts of the
case and the auestion of polson, was very im-
portant.

An application has been or is sbout to be made
to the Governor to also respite Adam Titus, who
was to have been a pariner of Schoeppe on the
scaffold in Carlisle on Wednesday next. The
cage of this unfortunate man has been eom-
pletely hidden by the excitement which has been
raised in consequence of the recenl movements
with reference to Schoeppe. Titus was n resi-
dent of Sounthsmpton township, Cumberland
county, and in January last went to the resi-
dence of Henry Stahm, which was in the neigh-
borhood, and after knocking him down with the
pole of an axe, severed his head from the body.
Titus wans arrested anfter considerable difficnlty
and locked up in the Carlisle jall, where b acted
like & madman, destroying everything ti..l came
within  hig  reach., His trial was fixed
to follow that of Behoeppe. Accordingly,
on the retirement of the jury in the above case,
Titus was arrnigned, and, contrary to the expec-
tations of everybody, plead gullty. Judge Gra-
ham directed this plea to be entered on the
docket of the Court, and sentenced Titus to
death. The application for respite Is based upon
the allegation that the course of Judge Gruham
wns an unusual one, and contrary to the nsages
of a majority of the Courts in this country.
Several cases were cited, among which Philadel-
phia will come in for a share, where the pri-
goner has plead guilty of murder, that
the Courts have ordersd the plen to be
withdrawn, and that of not guilty substi-
tuted, counsel have been assigned, and trials
